Nature-study, or seeing familiar things 
in a new light, is a valuable factor in edu- 
cation. How many people can explain. 
so that a child can understand, why water 
puts out fire; why some young squash 
plants bring their shells out of the ground 
on their backs and others do not; or show 
the difference btween a leaf-bud and a 
fruit-bud of the apple; or tell from whence 
all tne house flies come? Th? world is 
full of some common things, about which 
people do not inguire. Yetsach subjects 
can be made very interesting to children 
and they can be taken up in the schools, 
not as an added recitation, but as a rest 
exercise ouce or twice each week to re- 
lieve the monotony of the school-room 
and later be made the theme for a lan- 
guage exercise. Here are two important 
faculties that may be brought into ex- 
ercise—accurate observation and _ the 
power of expressing definitely what is 
seen.

It is a well-known fact that it is the 
seeds of fruit which exhaust the tree, 
hence here is one great gain in thinning, 
since a large apple or a large peach has 
no more seeds than a small one, and if 
half the fruit has been removed, half the 
strain in producing seed has been re- 
moved. Fruit should be removed from 
the luwer branches early in the season, in 
which case the foliage of the lower 
branches will give the fruit of the upper 
branches a new supply. 


There are many soils said to be worn 
out and exhausted which are only lacking 
in vegetable mould. The benefits of 
having the soil in a good mechanical con- 
dition are seldom appreciated. The 
great remedy is to apply more plant food, 
while, in- many cases, especially on clay 
soils, humus is the chief thing needed.

These trees will answer well thé purpose of ‘‘June Buds,’ and are very much better to trans- 
plant, as they will be well matured to the terminal bud, while June Buds are often tender at the 
tips. The little trees we offer should not be confounded with the little culls left after the larger 
trees have been dug and offered so cheaply by other nurseries. Our peach trees have been 
grown with especial reference to the Southern trade, where small sizes are mostly wanted. 
The Yellows and Rosette are unknown in this locality, and we have been careful not to bring in 
any buds from affected localities.

We uni- 
formly tie in bunches of 10, when consistent 
with the order, and we suggest to our customers 
to make their orders for varieties in multiples 
of 10 as far as practicable. Orders for 50 and 
not over 300 trees, if for not less than 10 ofa 
variety, will be charged at the rate per hundred.

SEASON.—Our packing and shipping season 
begins by the 20th of September, and continues 
until about the first of March. ; : 

We have great advantages to offer here_in 
early shipments for the North in Spring.
